Tranſcends the (mall pittance of my diſuſed (kill, | ſhall ra- 
ther be ſilent than ſpeak too little of what T am never able to 
ſpeak enough. 

| T have read in our Chronicles concerning Q. Elizabeth, that 
never any Prince who {ſwayed the Engliſh Scepter had more 
ſapient and wigilant Councellors than Her Majeſty. Amongſt 
whom I have heard it reported of Sir Francis Walſingham, 
Secretary of State in Queen Elizabeths time, that he was fo 
prudently watchful over the deſigns of the Popiſh Emiſſaries 
and Priefis, that he maintained divers private Agents for thac 
purpoſe in Rome it felt, who did fo cunningly and diſſembling- 
ly carry the matter, that the Pope himſelf, in ſuc infallibilita- 
tis opprobrium, paid Penſtons to ſome of thoſe Serters, who 
probably pretended to do ſervice on both ſides; for no ſuch Key

a diſouiſed (yet fugitive) Privado. It cannot be denied but 
thoſe days were very critical, when Parry, Squire, &c. were fi 
borned, and encouraged by the Teſuited party ro Murther that 
Oueen ; and upon that account extraordinary diligence was re- 
quired in the Mzniſters of State, to prevent any inconvenience, 
which, by the policy of the Romaniſts might accrue, to their 
Oneen, Lady, and Miſtreſs, And herein ſhe: was as happy in 
her Servants, as they were proſperous in their ſucceſs, leaving 
her to expire ina good old age, as a fruit of their vigilance and 
care, next to Gods bleſſing and proteF:on over her. 

| know oxr times are as deſigning as theirs, and the means 
uſed to accompliſh their purpole of deſtroying our King and 
Government, is ſuitable to what methods were then put in pra- 
Aile,cither by Poyſon, Aſſaſſenation, or the like. And theretore 
it is Gods goodneſs to our K.ing and Kingdom, to raiſe up many 
Walſinghams, | mean Honourable and Faithful Conncellors, who 
watch night and day for the preſervation of His Majeſties per. 
on, and the true Proteſtant Religion amongſt us. 

Amongſt theſe, your Lordſhip is placed in the higheſt Orb, 
and that: not by a caſual frolick (by which yet ſome are ad- 
vanced) of blind Fawour, but by a juſt and ackzowledged de. 

ſert, after ſeveral remarkable Gradations of Dignities and Of- 
feces, which were but previous to that Eminency wherewith 
your Lord(hip now ſhines. 

It is therefore the happineſs of His Majeſty to be fo ſerved 
and ſecured ; and not hs alone, but all thoſe concerned in the 
diſcovery of this wicked and helliſh Deſign , haye reaſon to 
bleſs God for the acknowledged proteGiion and encouragement 
which you are pleaſed to afford them, and in particular to my 
lf. 

F The Tribute 1 am to pay your Lordſhip, is only my humble 
acknowledgment (more I cannot, leſs I may not) ; the ſame, 
which God is pleaſed to accept from thankful ſupplicants. 

[ had it firſt in my thoughts to have made my Epiſtolary 
Addreſs to His Majeſty bimſelf ; and I was encouraged thereunto 
by ſome Inſtances, wherein mean perſons have addreſſed them- 
ſelves unto great Potentates to forewarn them of their dangers. 
I ſhall only cite two Examples, both being of our Kings Pre. 
deceſſors ; one fitting on the Scotiſh, another on the Engliſh 
Throne, both which are now happily united in the perſon of 


our Royal Soverargn,

. 1. When King James the 4th of Scotland was preparing 
his Army to fight againſt the Engliſh, in the battel of Floddin, 
being in the midſt of his Nobles and Collonels at prayer, a Grawe 
ancient Country-man preſſed in through the crowd to the Kings 
Chair, and /eaning familiarly thereon, told hini, That he and 
his followers ſhould not proſper in that War, and therefore he 
wiſhed him to defift, Buchan. Hiſt. Scot. lib. 13. The King 
not hearkning to his counſel, was ſlain in that Fight, together 
with the Flower of the Scots Nobility and Gentry : There are 
enough which will ſow Pillows under the elbows of Princes, and 
flatter them even in their evils ; for (as one ſays) as ſoon 4 
hot May without Flies, as Courts without Flatterers : But 
'twere well'it the Chambers of Kings were ſometimes open 
to the perſons of Loyal and well. affeFed Plebeians, who being 
but ftanders by (to ſpeak proverbially) yet many times may 
{ee more than the Gameſters ;, and their plain and ſober Coun- 
cels may be improved for publick benefit. 

2. The other inſtance is mentioned in Roger Howeden, and 
quoted by Speed, our own Chroniclers. King Richard the Firſt 
gave admittance to a poor Hermit coming to him, to reprove 
him for his evils, to adviſe him of his danger, and to preach 
repentance to him ; which” advice, though at firſt he ſeemed to 
neglect, yet afterwards upon a fit of ſickneſs, he did ſeriouſly 
reflec upon, and in ſome degree governed himſelf accordingly; 
ſo that Howeden breaks forth into this pathetical exclamation, 
How glorious is it for a Prince to begin and end his ations in 
him, who is beginning without beginning, and who judgeth the 
ends of the earth > Speed, p. $26. Book g. Hoveden, fol. 428. 

But to return upon ſecond thoughts; notwithſtanding the 
above-mentioned encouraging Examples, I judged it fit to in» 
terpole a Screen between the Rays of Majeſty and my mean ſelf: 
Some able Patron, my fellow Witneſles, and my felt ſtand in 
need of, in regard of the many fears and diſcouragements we 
lye under from without ; and therefore I pitched upon a Me- 
canas near to our Auguſtus, that we may have a Friend next 
the Throne, who, in all jſt things mighit take our parts, if falſe 
whiſperings and dilations concerning us, ſhould at any time 
approach the Royal preſence. *'Tis true, for my ſelf, I have 
not hitherto appeared in any publick Tryal, as a Witneſs for 
His Majeſty, that part of my daty and ſerwice (if God pive life 
and health to perform it) is yet to come, when publick Rea-

ſon of State (to which all private perſons muſt ſubmir) ſhall 
call for, and appoint ſuch Tryals : My Informations have been 
only preſented to ſome of His MajeSties FuStices upon Oath, 
as alſo to His MajeSty himſelf in Council, which it ſeems, have 
appeared ſo conſiderable to the adverſe party, that one might, 
as I was walking to my Lodging, 1 was ſtab'd, and fell'd to the 
ground ; upon- which the :ntended Murtherer fled, ſuppoſing 
he had done his work ; but it pleaſed God to elude his inten- 
tion, and to preſerve we for his further ſervice, I hope for his 
glory, and for the good of his Church ; the particular manner 
of -that aſſault is accounted. for in the following Informa.

But I muſt acknowledg,: thar, through the power of contrary 
temptations, I did ſuccumb ; and yer I was not altogether #n- 
Juſtifrable in-my thoughts ;, in that I undertook a journey to 
London, from the North, on purpole to make this Diſcovery, fo 
that my early deſires may ſomewhat atone. for my ſlow and tardy 
atings ; For which, as I have obtained His MajeSties Gracious 
pardon, ſo I hope your Lordſbip. will, be moderate in your 
judgment concerning me, ſeeing the Impediments I was then to 
wreSile withal, ſeemed to me Inwincible, as hereatter in the 
following Narrative .is declared. And the truth is, I did quiet 
my conſcience at that time by: ſuggeſting, that I reſerved my 
ſelf for the diſcloſing the Conſpiracy ſome other time, when the 
danger was nearer hand, and the deſign more ripe for execution ; 
Herein, though I was prevented by others, yet the ſcheme of 
my thoughts being thus laid open, will, I hope, alleviate m 
cenſure amongſt good men. There are ſome particulars illuftra. 
tive of what is heteafter declared, which.'may be ſpoken to; 
when Iam called. apon to appear at any Tryal, as an Evidence

His Trifermant ſaith, That when he was examined before 
Mr. Tindall and Mr. Lowther , two of His! Majeſty's Juſtices 
of the Peace in York-ſhire,, in Auguſt laſt paſt, he'did not diſcover 
the whole of what he knew, in Relation co the re horrid Con- 
 ſpiracy, in regard he had ſome doubts of his ſafery in that County 
amongſt choſe Papiſts , whom he was to dete&t, and who rhreat- 
ned ſuch as they feared would diſcover the ſaid Deſigns; and for 
. that this Informant conceived the danger he had run by conceal- 
ment : But' now chis Informant will tell his knowledge of the 
Plot, beſeeching His Majeſty's gracious Pardon. This Infor 
man being now ſent for up, by Order of His Majeſty's moſt 
honourable Privy-Council, conceivech himſelf under their pro- 
retion, hopes By will incercede for his Pardoit to His Majeſty ;

riſdiftion ; whereupon he baniſh them off of all thoſe places, efteeming it far 
more neceſſary to have ſuch apt men, and thoſe of the fineſt wits, quickeſt ſpirits, 


 andlikelift to. prove great Clerks, to become ſecular Prieſts, as thoſe appointed by 


inſtitution divine to take upon them the care of Souls; - This he prudently 
conceited was more convenient,and the bounden duty of them, that were indiffe- 
rent what ſtate of Life they toek-them unto in the Church of God, rather to have 
them Secular Prieſts, than intruded into any other Order of Religion or Mona: 
Rlical Life whatſoever, which intermedleth not ex profeſio with any ſuch Charge, 
but live after the preſcript Rules of theiwOrders, private to themſebves, as their 
Yow and Profeſſion bind all them to. Thus he,and the fame Watſor,makes ir one 
Article in his fifth Quod/ibet, Whether the Feſuits, or the Seminary Seculars, 
be fitter for Government in the Engliſh Colledges beyond the Seas, and whe-. 
ther of the two is more neceſlary, either reſpecting Gods Chureh, or the 
Weal of our Country (Eng/axd) to have the bringing up of Engliſh Youths 
there? Whichqueſtion he reſolves on the part ct the Seculars, 

And indeed, the Education of Youth is one of the prime Artifices of 
the Zeſuite, whereby he labours to advance himſelf, and depretiate other 
Orders of Religion. For this young Fry is, as it were, the Nurſery of their 
Society, which they ſtudy earneſtly to maintain. And indeed, in the Ad- 
miſſion and Inſtitution of youths into their Co/edges, they uſe a great 
deal of exaC&tneſs and care; tor the Reftors uſually inform themſelves of 
the Parentage, of rhe Eſtate, orhope and proſpect thereof; of the natu- 
ral Complexions, Diſpoſitions, and Genius, of their promptneſs of wir, 
of the proficiency jn Learning, in their Novitiates and Scholars ; | all 
which they enter in their Adverſaria, or Leiger-Books, ( like good Ac- 
comptants) in diſtin& Columns ; and they make this uſe of theſe particu- 
larEnquiries,that they may apply ſutableBaitsto engage theirNovices to the 
love of their Rules and Order, beyond any other ſort of Religzons; fo that jt 
any ſhould admire how ſo many ableand learned men,and ſuchgreatWriters 
(as Alegambe hath reckoned them up in hisBook called Bb/iotheca Societatis) 
ſhould as it were dote upon this Order, and eſteem it their priviledge and

honour to be cooptated or admitted thereunto. . It 'doth much abate our 
wonder, when we conſiderthePhiltre of Education, and the principles in- 
ſuſed into. them at their firſt admiſſion, with the charming and 1ngratiating 
| Allurements, uſed to them afterwards, eſpecially if noble, rich, and 
wealthy: It is reported of the /ri/h, that when-they grow up, they 4ove 
their Nurſes, and Foſfter-Fathers, better than their own natural Parents, 
--a'Tenzris aſſueſcere multum eſt, ſays the Poet, herein the Feſnit reſembles 
them, continuing to beſo highly afte&ted with his Gremal and Nutritzous 
Order. 
Thoſe whodo more ſtrictly Anatomize this Order of Mex, do divide 
them principally into three Ranks ; the knowledge of the divition will not 
be unuſetul to Proteſtants. 
1. There are ſome Gentlemen,ordinarily of good houles,and fair Eſtates, 
who live wholly after a Secular way, as Lay-Brethren ot the Society; they 
arenot actually obliged to the chilvacio of the Rules of their Order, but 
enter into a Yow, to put on the Habit, when it ſhall pleaſe the Father-Ge- 
eral to command them ; and therefore theſe are called, Feſaits in voto ; 
of ſuch they make mighty advantage, in order to the ſettingup of ther 
Monarchy, or rathgr Pambaſil-ia, or Univerſal Dominion over all other Or- 
ders. For ſome of this Claſs are uſually maintained in the Palaces of all 
great Princes, and in the houſes of Noble men, who by the Mediation of 
their Adherents, are many times induced into the Prince's or Noble-man's 
ſervice, as Counſellours, Secretary, or the like; theſe again perfwade that 
Prince or Great-man reſpeCtively to take ſome actual Feſuzte tor his Con- 
fellor or Chaplain ; - and by this means the ſecret Conſultations of Princes 
are diſcoverd, and their Deſigns prevented ;and yet things are fo cunning.- 
ly carryed, that no man can taſten on the true Author, but it commonly 
happens, that the greateſt ſuſpicionlyes on the moſt innocent. Thus an Au- 
thor of their own Church. - | | 

2. The ſecond fort.isof thoſe who are actually :refident in their Moxa- 
ſteries and Colledges, as Prieſts, Clerks, or Converts, who of themſelves 
have no power to leave the Order, but at the pleaſure of rherr General and 
Suvcriours may be diſpenſed with; theſe are moſtly buſyed'in the Exer. 

cies of thole Colledges to which they relate. | 
3. Thethirdrank-is of thoſe who are mainly givenup to Policy, for the 
egorandizing of their Soczety, and enlarging the Power and Priviledges 
thereof; thele are not always choſen-out ot -the moſt- deſerving and beſt 
learned of their Society, but out of the moſt confident, bold," or daring, 
as moſt likely to ſerve their end,by in{inuating themſelves into the Afazrs 
and Coxncils,of Secular Princes, that from thence they may -filb out what is 
contributary to their Deſigns. | '"\ 
The firſt and laſt ſort are thoſe who are chiefly excepted againft, and to 
whom Claudius Aquaria, \one of their own Generals, did formerly im- 
pute two great Evils, which he calls Secu/arity and Aulicifm: The occa- 
{tion was this,. Their ſaid Gegera/ haying obſerved (as well as Mariana) the 
Defetts and Errours in their Government, wrote a Book, printed at Rome, 4. 
D, 1615. wherein-he lays open the Diſeaſes of the Society, and his Eſſays 
for the healingof. them ; take his Reproof- in his- own words: Szcularitas 
& Auliciſmus infinuans in familiaritates © gratiam externorum, morbus eff 
in Sccittate & intra & extra periculoſus, & iftis, quz enum patiuntur, & nobis 
fere meſcientibus paulatim Cho fpecie quidem Iacrifaciendi Principes, 
Prelatos, Magnates, conciliand; ad Divinum Sw hujuſmodi homines $9 
cietati, juvandi proximos, &c. fed re vera: quitrinms mterdum nos. ipfos, & 
paul tim ad ſecalaria defletlimus, Secularity (ſays he) and Awliciſme wfi- 
nu- 
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nmtinginto theacquairitance and favour of thoſe without, is a Diſeaſe in 
the Society, - dangerous within and without, to thoſe who undergo and 
ſuffer it, and it creeps in 'upon us almoſt un-a-wares; the fpretence is to 
g2in/Princes;Prelates,and Noble-men, to the eſteem of the Society, for the 
Service of 'God, and the good of our Neighbour, &c. 'but therruth is, we 
feek our ſelves, and by little and little revolt toa SecularLite. 

The fame Author in another T7, intituled 1nſtitutiones pro Superiori- 
bus Societatis, publiſhed at Rowe allo the ſame time, further deſcribes that 
miſchief. |

parum ubſcetant, The (enle is, That their mixing themſelves in ſecular 
affairs is a dangerous evil in their Soczery, of which their ſwperiours are much 
2wilty, fore of which being #ar»raly prone to raiſe d;/fraiFions, do not 
only greedily apprehend all occafions 6ffered to promote them, bur allo do 
their exdeavour to create more opportunities to raiſe, foment, and Cheriſh 
them, Others. entangle themſelves in many viſits (on pretence of gain- 
ing their neighbours) needleſs, and unuſeful, and demean themſelves fo 
therein, thar they little or nothing differ in their manners from Seculars. 

The cure which he preſcribes for the healing of this diſeaſe, which I wiſh 
all of the Society would obſerve the method of, is, 7»ffrai7. 14. Cap. 7. 
in theſe words. 

By acidawtur initio iftz familiaritates cums Principibus, antequam adoleſ- 
cant & radices up ant, que ſocietsti noſtre, niſt forrrter dbſiſtamus, graviter 
minitantuy, prefertim cars ſaperiores conmvert, (i.) Let all thoſe familia- 
rites with Princes be difcatded at the beginning, before they be ſetled or 
take roar; which threaten a great miſchiet to our Society, unleſs we ftrong- 


ly reſiſt, eſpecially our Superiours winking at it. 


Ic ſees this General was more ſober and honeft than the reſt of his pre- 
deceflors; or elſe - the cenſure of their Aſarians aforementioned was ill 
ed (which we can hardly imagine) for he having in one Chapter 

laid to the charge of their Society, That in diſtributive of rewards and pu- 
niſhmeats, there was more equity amongſt Thieves and Robbers, than 
amongſt them. - And moreover that Vertue and Leatning in' their So- 
dality were rather an hindrance to preferment than a ſtep thereunto : In 
his 16t#i Chap, of the Regiment of the Society, he imputes the cauſe of 
thtle evils to the Artibition, Pride, and Arbitrarineſs of theit Generals. 1

riginal and-Fountaia of all the 8 which we experiment ia our So- ; 
ciety, One ſingle Ravager hath eat it quite up. Our Monarchy, in my O-+- 
pinion doth quite overthrow us, not becaule it -is' a Monarchy, but be- - 
cauſe it is not well tempered. This-is the Beaſt, which waſtes what- 
ſoever it lights upon, and unleſs we fetter and reſtrain it, we'can pro- 
mile our ſelves noreſt, &c. It is true, we have. Laws, and thoſe more 
than enough, yet our General regards them not at all, in his Government, 
neither in beſtowing of Offices, nor in admitting Fellows to the Profeſſi- 
on, nor in Conſtituting of Colleges, nor in many other things , for al-. 
though we have Laws, yet he, almoſt in all things, - uſeth his Authori 

tro diſpenſe with the Laws, as he pleaſeth. And a little after to this ef-

Thus Our Monarchical General,with a Provincial, and two or three Con: 
fidents, to the grief of others more deſerving , do govern all things in 
every Province at their Pleaſure. | 

To draw towards a Coneluſion, *Tis no acceptable work to me to dive 
into the evils of men ; or to pore ſo intently on their defets, as to over- 
look, what good may be in them. The worle I wiſh to all, is Repentance 
and Amendment of life ; Nevertheleſs, if T ſhould enumerate all the par- 
tietilar Miſcarriages, Injuries, Frauds, Impoſtures, Obſcenities, Treaſhns, 
and other Villanies imputed to this Order of Men, by Members of their 
own (Church, meny of them circumſtantiated as to time, , and per- 
ſons) I ſhould ſwell my Tract a lizzle too much: I know the Feſuirs have 
replyed to ſomeof thole Accuſatigns, and-that, in moſt things, _ e- 
nough, for when the puntulf'o Time and. Place is given in Evi«: 


dence, upon unqueſtionable credit, *ris -beyond the Eflrontery of humane
